Soldier son’s surprise 
for his deacon mum 


A SOLDIER returned from 
Afghanistan just in time to 
see his mother ordained as a 
church deacon. 

Paratrooper Robin Jepp was 
still wearing his desert 
combat gear when he arrived 
at Ely Cathedral on Saturday 
having flown in from the 
Afghan warzone that day. 
Private Jepp missed the first 
minutes of the service to 
ordain his mother, Mary, but 


was there to see her 
invested into the church by 
the Bishop of Ely, Dr 
Anthony Russell. 

His mother, who was sitting 
with her back to the 
congregation, had no idea he 
was at the service until the 
peace - when members of 
the congregation greet each 
other. 

“He came forward and gave

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A MAN who went 
searching for his 
partner in treach¬ 
erous weather 
conditions came 
upon the scene of 
the car crash in 
which she had 
died, an inquest 
heard. 

Terry Ward told the 
inquest at Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court how he 
began searching for Mar¬ 
garet Thorne on a foggy 
fen road when she failed 
to show up at her 
daughter’s home after 
dropping him off at 
work. 

In a statement read out 
by coroner William 
Morris, Mr Ward said: 
“Somehow I knew some¬ 
thing was wrong. 

“My intention was to 
travel the road Margaret 
had travelled. The 
weather conditions were 
very bad and icy and I 
came across fire and 
police vehicles.” 

The emergency teams 
were retrieving the silver 
Vauxhall Astra that Mrs 
Thorne, 59, was driving 
on February 12. 

Her vehicle had 
ploughed into a water- 
filled ditch on Pools 
Road, Witchford, near the 
Grunty Fen waste centre.

The car had rolled onto 
its roof and wedged in 
the thick mud of the 
ditch, causing a blockage 
which filled the drain 
with water. 

Unable to escape, Mrs 
Thorne, of High Street, 
Aldreth, near Ely, 
drowned. 

She had been on her 
way to the Ely home of 
her daughter, Michelle 
Fuller, to look after her 
grandson, Carl, during 
the half-term. 

When she failed to 
show, Michelle rang Mr 
Ward at 6.55am wonder¬ 
ing where she was, 
prompting him to begin 
his desperate search for 
her. 

Pc David Paul, crash 
investigator, told the 
inquest he believed 
excessive speed was a 
factor in the crash, 
alongside the foggy 
conditions which had 


reduced visibility to 35 
metres. 

Mr Morris, coroner for 
north and east Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, delivered a 
verdict of accidental 
death, saying there was 
no evidence to suggest 
the involvement of 
another car. 

More than 350 people 
attended Mrs Thorne’s 
funeral at Haddenham 
church, while her bingo 
club in Wilburton held a 
charity evening in her 
memory, making in 
excess of £1,000. 

Daughter Diane Stim- 
pson, 41, said: “Our mum 
was like everybody’s 
mum, everybody’s friend. 
She’s left one big hole 
behind her, a hole we’ll 
never be able to fill.” 

She explained how her 
mother had beaten death 
three times - surviving 
an horrific car crash as a 
child, as well as lung 
disease and bowel cancer 
in later life - only to die 
in the car crash in 
February 

She said: “I feel 
cheated, to be honest. 
Mum had so much to 
deal with in her life: 
she’d nearly died three 
times before. But she 
always kept going, only 
to be taken from us just 
like that. 

“She meant so much to 
so many people. I know 
it’s a cliche but she was 
one in a million - one in a 
billion. The whole family 
will really miss her.”

Six-year ban for drink 
driver slumped at wheel 


A SERIAL drink driver 
found slumped over the 
wheel of his car has been 
banned from the road for 
six years. 

James Cooper, 56, was 
discovered in a drunken stupor 
in his Mercedes by an off-duty 
police officer who was walking 
through the car park of the 
Catholic Church, in Egremont 
Street, Ely, on April 10. 

When the police officer’s 
colleagues breathalysed Cooper, 
he was three times the legal 
drink drive limit, testing 109 
micrograms in 100 ml of 
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breath, against the legal limit of 
35. 

Cooper, of Egremont Street, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court, where he pleaded guilty 
to drink driving. 

The court heard how he had 
been convicted of three similar 
offences, including two counts of 
drink driving in 2002 and 2004 
and being drunk in charge of a 
vehicle. 

Magistrates were told how 
Cooper had originally claimed 


he had not driven or intended to 
drive the car while drunk and 
had only retreated to the vehicle 
after an argument with his wife. 

But he eventually pleaded 
guilty as he was behind the 
wheel and the keys were in the 
ignition when he was dis¬ 
covered. 

Sandeep Kainth, defending, 
explained how Cooper had 
recently tried to cure his 
alcoholism with a four-week 
stay in London’s Priory Clinic, a 
well-known detox centre 
favoured by celebrities inclu¬ 
ding Amy Winehouse, Paul Gas¬ 
coigne and Michael Barrymore. 


He said: “Mr Cooper has had a 
substantial alcohol problem 
having several appearances in 
court. 

“The man has finally decided 
he needs to do something about 
his drink problem and he has 
done that.” 

But Kathy Bradney, chairman 
of the bench, decided to impose 
a lengthy driving ban given the 
“very high reading and previous 
offences”. 

Cooper was banned from 
driving for six years and ordered 
to complete 250 hours of unpaid 
work in the community, as well 
as paying £90 costs.

Nursery must do 
better, Ofsted 
inspector urges 


A GOVERNMENT schools 
watchdog has demanded 
that a nursery improve 
after finding some of its 
standards were “inade¬ 
quate”. 

Little Ted’s Day Nursery has 
been handed a “notice of action” 
by Ofsted this week after an 
inspector’s visit in June 
highlighted several failings at 
the pre-school in Chewells Lane, 
Haddenham, near Ely 

The nursery, which has 59 
children on its roll, was criti¬ 
cised for its poor quality of 
teaching and a lack of inter¬ 
esting activities that would help 
children to learn. 

The Ofsted report also 
observed that staff had a “lack of 
knowledge” about the pre-school 
curiculum and “not enough 
activities are planned to truly 
interest the children and extend 
their capabilities. 

Activities were also said to 
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“lack interest and challenge for 
individual children”, while 
leadership at the nursery and 
parent engagement were deemed 
“inadequate”. 

Ofsted also raised concerns 
about the nursery’s security, 
hygeine monitoring procedures 
and availabilty of outdoor play 
activities - all of which, it said, 
should be improved. 

But nursery owner Heidi 
Clayton hit back against the 
damning report, saying: “Our 
staff are fully qualified and the 
assessment is something we do 
not agree with. 

“We are taking this up with 
Ofsted as we were very dis¬ 
appointed with the report.” 

The notice to improve is a first 
warning for nursery or schools 
judged inadequate but with the 
capacity to improve. 

A second inspection in the 


next few months will see if the 
nursery has addressed the 
concerns of the inspector. 

Failure to improve could see 
the privately-owned nursery put 
into special measures or even 
closed. 

However, it was not all bad 
news for the nursery, whose 
overall nursery provision was 
judged satisfactory 

Staff were also deemed 
friendly and caring, although 
they were criticised for their 
methods in dealing with 
children’s behaviour. 

The key recommendations 
were to develop staff’s know¬ 
ledge, improve lesson planning, 
engage more with parents and 
have better staff evaluation 
systems. 

Heidi Clayton added: “We will 
be taking immediate steps to 
rectify the situation. The 
children’s welfare is not affected 
by this and they are always our 
top priority”

The festival’s official 
opening by the Mayor of Ely, 
Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, 
takes place at Lavender Green 
at noon and will be followed by 
the Scouts raft race. 

The main race featuring 17 


teams starts at 2.30pm, while 
the much-anticipated anthem 
for Ely will be unveiled by 
musician Geoff Meads and 
Graham Brown on Lavender 
Green at 2pm. 

Sue Thompson, immediate 
past President of the Rotary 
Club of Ely said “The 
organisers have put in a tre¬ 
mendous amount of work to 
make this bigger and better 
than before and we look 
forward to seeing everyone 
there to help us enjoy the day.” 


Birds flocking in 

A NATURE reserve near Ely has 
witnessed rocketing numbers of 
birds after catastrophic flooding 
earlier this month. 

The 23-acre wetland area outside 
Pymoor is now home to 
hundreds of wading birds after it 
was created two years ago. 

Dr Tony Martin, reserve owner, 
said: “The speed with which 
such numbers and variety of 
birds have made this site their 
home takes my breath away, and 
has made all the effort very 
worthwhile.” 

It follows devastating floods in 
the Ouse Washes for the second 
successive year, which destroyed 
hundreds of nests and chicks of 
ground-nesting waders. 


Tearaway stole copper wire 


A TEENAGE tearaway 
will complete 60 hours of 
unpaid work in the 
community for stealing 
copper wires worth 
£3,000. 

Leanda Rays had taken 
the wires from a disused 
garage in Ely on March 
21 during a spate of 
thefts which also saw her 
pinch an MP3 player and 
children’s toys. 


The 18 year old appear¬ 
ed at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last week, where 
she admitted the thefts. 

She also admitted an 
incident of threatening 
behaviour towards a 
young woman. 

Keith Mkandla, defen¬ 
ding, said Rays’ behav¬ 
iour was linked to her 
troubled childhood. 

He said she had left 


home at 16 to live on the 
streets. 

“Her parents were 
both alcoholics and that 
seems to have been 
passed on to her,” he 
added. 

Rays, of Abbots Way, 
Ely, was given a 12- 
month community order, 
which will include 60 
hours of unpaid work in 
the community.

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‘No drugs’ pledge 
at dance festival 


A MAJOR dance festival 
taking place near Ely this 
weekend will be a “drug- 
free zone”, according to 
its organisers. 

More than 7,500 people will 
make their way to the inaugural 
Dance Island festival on 
farmland near Ely on Saturday, 
for a 15-hour dance marathon. 

But fears over drug use at the 
event have been scotched by 
festival boss Alastair Morbey, 
who insisted there will be a 
“zero-tolerance” approach to 
drugs. 

The director of Tiger Prom¬ 
otions, which is organising the 
event, billed as “East Anglia’s 
largest dance festival”, said 
ticket holders will be screened 
using hand-held detectors and 
specially trained dogs to 
prevent drugs entering the 
arena near Stuntney 

Mr Morbey said: “My stance 
is a no-drugs policy and we will 
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do everything we can to stamp 
out illegal drugs. 

“It’s a zero-tolerance app¬ 
roach and anyone caught with 
drugs will not be allowed in. 

“Everyone will be searched 
using the hand-held detectors 
and we have employed a very 
experienced security firm, 
Sherwin Events, who have done 
many big music festivals, 
including the V Festival. 

“The fences have gone up and 
the marquees are going up, so 
it’s very exciting. 

“It’s going to be great for the 
area, especially for young 
people.” 

He also warned that potential 
gatecrashers will be disap¬ 
pointed. 

“I am sure people will try, but 
we will be fully up to it. 


“We have been working with 
police and we will have a full 
strength security firm, who 
know how to steward these 
events. 

“Most people will be arriving 
by car, so we have been 
promoting lift-share arrange¬ 
ments on our website, and there 
will be shuttle buses from Ely 
and Soham every hour. 

“We are confident that every¬ 
thing is in place for a brilliant 
event and that can only be 
positive for Ely” 

Among the acts appearing 
between 3pm on Saturday and 
6am on Sunday are UK dance 
duo Utah Saints, Radio l’s Dave 
Pearce and Swedish rave act 
Axwell. 

Stuntney Parish Council has 
given its blessing to the all-night 
events, despite its proximity to 
a retirement home and houses 
in the village.

Turn out on key date to help 
safeguard Jubilee Gardens 


Sir, First I must declare an 
interest: I am extremely fond of 
Ely’s Jubilee Gardens; am 
horrified by the prospect of it 
being commercialised; was 
one of many people who wrote 
to the district council 
expressing my concern for its 
future; and attended, together 
with numerous other residents, 
the licensing committee 
meeting on June 11. 

In a press release dated June 
17, the council attempted to 
reassure the public that its 
decision to approve street 
trading in Jubilee Gardens 
would not mean an influx of 
food stalls. 

The council tells us that it 
intends to put in place very 
strict rules about who can 
trade, when and where in 
Jubilee Gardens. The council's 
head of environmental services 
is quoted in the Weekly News, 


June 19, as saying "... the 
consent zone allows us to 
control the amount (sic) of 
traders and there will only be a 
few of them.” But, be warned, 
this is the same council that 
permitted trading last summer 
because they failed to 
appreciate the rules then in 
effect! 

Further, the officer with 
responsibility for such 
oversight admitted at the June 
11 meeting that vigilance 
against rogue traders could not 
extend to weekends as council 
employees worked only 
between Monday and Friday. 
Councillor Tony Parramint 
(Conservative), chairman of the 
licensing committee, claimed 
they had come to their 
decision after listening to local 
people; amongst these 
numerous voices are 38 who 
wrote to the council, none of 


them in favour of street trading 
in Jubilee Gardens, and 71 
who signed a petition. 

A number of residents made 
excellent short formal 
presentations. At the end of 
one such presentation, the 
person concerned was asked a 
question by a licensing 
committee member. During the 
course of her answer, Cllr 
Parramint informed the lady 
that she could not proceed as 
he considered she was adding 
to her original points! 

At one stage Cllr Parramint 
announced that members of 
the public would have an 
opportunity to raise questions, 
but he then attempted 
(unsuccessfully!) to renege on 
that promise. 

Members of the public will 
again have an opportunity to 
express their views at the next 
licensing meeting on 


Wednesday, July 9 at 9am in 
the council offices, when the 
licensing committee will start 
to formulate a policy to 
ensure(!) that Jubilee Gardens 
are protected for the future. 
Your readers may be interested 
to learn that a considerable 
number of thoroughfares in Ely 
are designated ‘prohibited 
streets’ so far as street trading 
is concerned (save for civic or 
charity events); perhaps we 
should determine to get 
Jubilee Gardens added to that 
list! 

I encourage as many people as 
possible to attend the July 9 
meeting. I know 9am is 
inconvenient or impossible for 
the working man and woman, 
but councillors find it easier to 
get time off work!

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4 1 hate English 9 rant 
ends in court fine 


A SOUTH African 
woman was arrested by 
an aptly-named police¬ 
man after launching a 
tirade of abuse against 
English people. 

Audrey Harris, 59, stunned 
customers in the King’s Arms, 
in Ely, when she began a 
lengthy, foul-mouthed attack on 
her adopted country, saying 
“she hated the English”. 

It was only when Pc Gary 
English arrived at the pub in St 
Mary’s Street that the verbal 
volley finished and the drunk¬ 
en Mrs Harris was led away to 
Ely police station. 

She appeared at Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last week, where 
she admitted using abusive and 
insulting words and apologised 
for her shameful behaviour. 

But Emma Dmitriev, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that 
Harris was well-known in Ely

for her anti-English rants, 
which often ended with her 
arrest. 

She said: “I hardly need to 
look at the file because so often 
she does exactly the same 
thing, saying how much she 
hates the English. 

“She has a number of 
convictions for disorder in a 
public place and when police 
turn up, she assaults them.” 

Her hatred towards the 
English even prompted chair¬ 
man of the bench Kathy 
Bradney to ask Harris: “If you 
are not happy here in England, 
why don’t you go away?” 

Harris, of Lantern Court, Ely, 
has already been jailed twice 
for her anti-English rants and 
was also fined £150 in June last 
year for throwing a telephone 


at a librarian in Ely Library 
when her computer failed to 
work. 

She told the court she has a 
long-standing drink problem 
and that she does not hate the 
English. 

She said: “Drink makes me a 
different person - I just talk a 
load of rubbish. 

“I made a joke but it did not 
come across as a joke - it was 
insulting.” 

“I understand I cannot walk 
around England insulting the 
English.” 

She added that she had just 
had a fight with her English 
husband and had wrongly 
taken out her frustration on the 
drinkers in the pub. 

Harris, also known as Audrey 
Gill, was fined £150 and ordered 
to pay £65 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. 


Repair work starts on collapsed road bank 


MAJOR work to repair 
the collapsed bank on 
the notorious Forty Foot 
Bank road has started. 

It will mean a six- 
week closure of a 
stretch of the road 
between Chatteris and 
Ramsey Forty Foot. 


Work will involve 
the construction of a 
new reinforced retain¬ 
ing wall and the 
creation of a new road 
embankment. 

It involves ‘push 
piling,’ with specialist 
equipment and the 


insertion of 12-metre 
long sheet steel piles 
into the underlying 
clay strata. 

They will be laid 10 
metres below the road 
for a length of 30 
metres along the 
watercourse edge. A 


signed diversion route 
will be set up using the 
B1093 via Doddington 
and the B1096/Lilyholt 
Lane via Benwick. 


Local access will be 
maintained up to the 
site working area.

A review of the NHS 
unveiled by Lord Darzi, the 
health minister, on Monday 
to mark the service’s 60th 
anniversary will see details 
of service quality displayed 
in hospitals, GP surgeries 
and on the web. 

Patients’ rating of the 
quality of their care will 
also affect funding for hos¬ 
pitals and GPs in England. 
And patients will have the 
right to choose which hos¬ 
pital or GP surgery they are 
treated at. 

Lord Darzi’s plans for the 
next 10 years were launched 
alongside a draft NHS Cons¬ 
titution, which includes 
rights for patients to receive 
NICE-approved drugs - 
billed as an end to the 
“postcode lottery”. 

Lord Darzi said: “This is 
about giving more clout to 
patients.” 

The Prime Minister 
hailed it as a “once-in-a-

generation opportunity”. 

But Andrew Lansley, MP 
for Cambridgeshire South 
and Shadow health sec¬ 
retary, said the Government 
had missed an opportunity 
for real reform. 

Dr Jag Ahluwalia, med¬ 
ical director at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, said: 
“We fully support the 
publication of accurate, 
high quality and clearly 
explained data that helps 
inform patients of the 
quality of care in their local 
hospital and within the NHS 
as a whole. 

“We believe that such 
properly collected and 
presented data will also help 
to identify those services 
that may require further 
resources and in turn raise 
the quality of care the NHS 
provides to its patients.” 

Lord Darzi’s report 
includes plans to force all 
hospitals to publish “quality 
accounts” of the care they 
provide in the same way 
they publish finances. 

Patients’ assessments of 
the care they receive will 
also be linked to hospital 
funding, with hospitals 


offering poor care having 
their incomes reduced. 

Chris Banks, chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Primary Care Trust, 
said it was “committed 
to improving the quality of 
care provided to patients 
locally, ensuring personal¬ 
ised care and choice on a 
fair and equitable basis”. 

He added: “This is an 
exciting time for the NHS, 
nationally and locally, and 
we will continue to work 
with clinicians and local 
people to turn the vision set 
out in Lord Darzi’s review 
into a reality” 

Rights set out in the draft 
constitution include choos¬ 
ing a GP practice and 
expressing a preference for 
a particular doctor. 

But some areas covering 
complaints procedures and 
hygiene only lay down 
“pledges”. 

Mr Lansley said of the 
review: “The complete lack 
of vision in these proposals 
means that, sadly, the 
Government has missed its 
‘once-in-a-generation opp¬ 
ortunity’ to enact the real 
reform our NHS needs. 

“Instead of scrapping the 
targets which distract doc¬ 
tors from delivering the 


best possible health care, 
Labour have opted for more 
of the same. 

“It’s no good talking 
about focusing on health 


outcomes if doctors 
continue to be micro- 
managed by bureaucrats in 
Whitehall and strategic 
health authorities.” 


Schools hit 
by metal 
theft spate 

CRIMINALS have cost Cam¬ 
bridgeshire schools nearly 
£500,000 in insurance claims over 
the last three years. 

A leap in thefts of lead and 
copper due to spiralling metal 
prices saw the cost of claims soar 
to more than £221,000 in 2007/08 - 
up from just £130,000 in the 
previous two years. 

As well as costing insurers 
more than £480,000, the county 
council has said the thefts have 
damaged pupils’ education. A 
council spokesman said: “It is a 
distraction that schools can do 
without. The human cost is 
impossible to estimate.” 

The largest single claim was for 
£25,575, after 100 metres of copper 
was taken from the roof of 
Upwood County Primary School, 
near Huntingdon, in October. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
show it cost £20,796 to repair a 
copper roof at Bourn Church of 
England Primary School, while 
stolen lead flashing and a light¬ 
ning conductor cost Impington 
Village College £16,865. 

Many incidents between 2005 
and 2007 involved the theft of 
electronic equipment, such as 
laptops, projectors and cameras. 

But last year, 74 out of the 99 
claims involved metal thefts. 

The Cambridgeshire police 
Operation Saruman - a crack¬ 
down on metal thieves has result¬ 
ed in more than 70 arrests. Since 
April, more than 250 vehicles 
have been stopped and searched.

AN Ely-based congestion 
charge firm is set to bid for the 
Cambridge scheme - despite 
assurances that no decision has 
been made about its future. 

Austrian toll road business Kapsch 
TrafficCom, which has rolled out 
dozens of similar schemes across the 
world, has recently set up an office in 
Ely’s Cambridgeshire Business Park, 
in Angel Drove. 

The urban traffic specialist, which 
runs the M6 and Mersey Tunnel toll 
roads, are keen to talk up the benefits 
of a Cambridge congestion scheme, 
claiming it will be a hit with drivers 
and residents alike. 

Director Sharon Kindleyside said: 
“Cambridge is gridlocked at the

moment and traffic is strangling the 
city 

“Something radical must done and 
you will never get access to the sort of 
money promised by the Government 
unless you have a congestion charge 

“With the levels of traffic entering 
Cambridge each day, there is already a 
massive barrier around the city, with 
people waiting in queues for hours. 

“With a congestion charge, you will 
at least get something back for your 
money - a faster, more reliable and 
safer journey 

“Of course, it must be delivered as 
part of a package of measures, inclu¬ 
ding the guided busway, improved 


public transport and a review of car 
parking. 

“The congestion charging system 
itself does not cost a lot of money to 
set up - it only needs a few cameras, 
on-board monitors and a microwave 
pulse.” 

The idea of the congestion charge 
has met fierce opposition since it was 
proposed last summer, with 61 per 
cent of people quizzed in the consul¬ 
tation process saying they were 
against the idea in principle. 

However, 59 per cent of people 
interviewed at home said they would 
support it if improved transport 
alternatives were provided using the 
£500 million of Government cash on 
offer. 

Sharon, whose company has been 


shortlisted to provide electronic 
Oyster card-style equipment for cars 
paying the London congestion charge, 
believes drivers will eventually come 
to love the charge having witnessed its 
impact in other European countries. 

She said: “Stockholm had a full trial 
for six months and traffic went down. 
They then turned the system off for 
six months and had a referendum. 

“People could not stand the extra 
traffic and voted for the congestion 
charging to return. 

“It’s all about making it relevant to 
each city by getting it right at a policy 
level. One city allowed motorists 50 
free journeys a year, for instance. 

“You have to ask to ask what you are 
trying to achieve and fit the policy 
around that.” 


Teenager tries 
to save mother 

A TEENAGE girl 
desperately tried to 
resuscitate her mother 
after she returned home 
to find her hanging from 
a staircase. 

Abigail Morley, 18, had 
just returned from work 
when she found her 
mother, Tina Morley, 
hanging by her neck from 
the staircase at their 
home in Campion Close, 
Soham, on February 8. 
She used scissors to cut 
down the 39-year-old and 
tried to use compressions 
to restart her mother’s 
heart, but was unable to 
save her. 

An inquest into Mrs 
Morley’s death at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court 
yesterday heard Mrs 
Morley had been 
suffering from 
depression. Verdict: 
suicide.

Garages: Don’t get ripped off 



■ELECTRONICS... problem parts often get replaced unnecessarily. 


MOTORISTS are still 
having to pay out 
hundreds of pounds 
in unnecessary garage 
bills because of 
mechanics’ ignorance 
of auto electrical 
systems, according to 
a leading fleet 
management 
specialist who first 
highlighted the 
problem four years 
ago. 

Apparently, faced with 
faults involving the 
computer systems found in 
the latest models, some 
mechanics are adopting a 
“repair by replacement” 
policy. This can lead to a 
bill of more than £1,000 for 
a new engine control unit 
when the fault may be a 


loose connection costing 
only a few pounds to repair. 

It seems that cost- 
conscious garages are still 
shying away from sending 
their staff on essential 
training courses to put the 
situation right. In response, 
Fleet Management Services, 
the company making the 
allegations, have decided to 
send their own maintenance 
controllers on 

manufacturer-approved 
courses. These will provide 
them with the knowledge to 
withhold authorisation for 
unnecessary work involving 
electronic equipment. 

All of which is fine of 
course if your car happens 
to be leased through a 
company like Fleet 
Management Services. If 
you’re a private owner, 
things are rather more 
difficult. Many motorists 


find that they are being 
“blinded with science” 
when faced with huge bills 
for electronic replace¬ 
ments. 

You glance down the 
invoice, accept that it “had 
to be done” and reach for 
the chequebook with a 
heavy heart. Bills run from 
£60-£300 for the replace¬ 
ment of an electronic 
ignition system, to £800 for 
a fuel injection computer to 
well over £1,000 for an 
engine control unit. 

Don’t think that you’ll 
avoid the problem if you 
don’t actually have a new 
car either. Even relatively 
modern models usually 
have on-board computers. 
As a result, mechanics have 
to diagnose faults in air 
flow meters, and the fuel 
injection and engine 
control units, not to 


mention extra features like 
anti-lock braking systems. 

Whatever dealership you 
regularly use, the 
manufacturer concerned 
will have offered them the 
necessary training on auto 
electronic diagnostic skills. 
Many garages, however, see 
these courses as low 
priority, a habit learned 
through the recession. 

Even those that do send 
staff often send only one 
person. Unless you’re 
fortunate enough to get him 
working on your car, the 
result could be that your 
faulty electronic part gets 
replaced rather than 
repaired - and you get the 
bill. 

The moral of the story? 
Ask whether your dealer’s 
workshop staff are 
properly trained in auto 
electronics before you book 


your car in. If afterwards, 
you get a large bill for a 
part computer or 
electronic-related, query it 
and ask whether the item 
couldn’t have been 
repaired. 

If you’re not satisfied, 


take the question up with 
the manufacturer 

concerned. If you’re still 
not happy, ask your local 
trading standards office to 
lend a hand. Unless of 
course, you’d rather just 
write out that cheque ...

“One of the first 
things these emails 
stipulate is that they 
need an automatic, 
because of a physical 
disadvantage, or age. 
The next criteria 
requested, of course, is 
that the car is 
relatively inexpen¬ 
sive,” he says. 

There lies the bad 
news: “A large number 
of everyday cars, as 
soon as they are 
specified as automatic, 
shoot up the 
Government’s new tax 
bands,” Tumbridge 
says. 


In short, the new 
taxes can penalise the 
elderly and physically 
disadvantaged for 
driving automatics by 
at least £60. Because an 
automatic often 
doesn’t give such good 
economy, it will also 
hurt in fuel bills, 
which are due to have 
a UK tax increase in 
the autumn.

Ford’s Kuga is on the prowl 



CROSSOVER family 4x4s 
are coming at us thick and 
fast, albeit a little late. 
Only a couple of weeks 
after Renault introduced 
its Koleus, Ford has 
revealed its Kuga. 

Frankly, having driven both of 
them, there is not much between 
them except the price. Renault’s 
offering slightly undercuts Ford. 

You have to admit that if looks 
were all that were needed to sell a 
car the Kuga would be a winner. 
It has a very stylish, chunky, pur¬ 
poseful look which will surely 
ring the “I want one of those” 
response in many people. It also 
has something else which would 
certainly interest me if I were 
considering one. This is the Ford 
fuelling system which will 
prevent you putting petrol in a 


diesel tank by mistake. 

The car has a small plate over 
the fuel inlet and only if the 
correct size nozzle is used does it 
agree to open and let fuel in. It is 
a very easy error to make in the 
middle of today’s rush-around 
existence and a very expensive 
one at that. 

A Haldex system is used to 
automatically transfer drive to all 
wheels as needed and very little - 
if any - involvement is called for 
on the part of the driver. Apart

from this, the new Kuga’s spec is 
relatively simple; one engine, a 2- 
litre diesel, and a six-speed 
gearbox as standard. There are 
two trim levels, Zetec and 
Titanium. Prices start at around 
£ 20 , 000 . 

The Kuga has generous space 
inside and a high level of finish. 
The rear hatch is split so that 
only the glass needed be lifted for 
relatively small objects. The full 
hatch gives excellent access to the 
generous cargo area. 

It is also a very pleasing car to 
drive with an excellent gearshift 
and a very full range of adjust¬ 
ment on the steering column and 
wheel. The rather strange- 
looking handbrake looks a little 
daunting at first but it seems to 
fall easily to hand and certainly 
holds the car well. 

The Kuga was seen as a concept 
car at the 2006 Paris show when it 
was called the Iosis, a name 
which I think preferable to the 
present choice. Kuga harks back 
to a not wildly successful model 
Ford dropped a few years ago and 
represents a pathetic play on 
Cougar. All round the name fails 
to keep pace with reality and does 
not do justice to what is an 
excellent product. 

BASICALLY... 

A very commendable newcomer 
to the rapidly growing family 
crossover 4x4 choice. Probably 
the best looking machine on the 
market and one which should 
help Ford make up lost time.
